Thus alſo, in another country, and at ges 
period of time, was Socrates condemned to take 


poiſon, which was a method of putting to death 
uſed by the Athenians.

In the month of Auguſt 1789, the diſtrict of 
Vaujours was laid waſte by hail. The diſtreſſ- 
ed gleaners ſought in vain. for berries. The 
gleaners of Tremblay who had ſuffered much 
teſs, determined among themſelves to give to their 
neighbours that part of their land which 24g 


. Vaujours. 


On the 17th of a 1791, there was a ter- 
rible tempeſt in the Mediterranean; a veſſel was 

about to be ſhipwrecked near the heights of Ai- 
gues-mortes, in the diſtrict of Gard; it was almoſt 
ſwallowed by the waves; the ſhore reſounded with 
the cries of the unhappy crew. The men belong- 
ing to the Cuſtom-houſe jumping into an open 


boat, ſtruggled againſt the billows with the great- 


eſt courage; an hundred times did the boat diſ- 


appear from the fight of the people who erodwded 


on the ſhore. They forget the danger of thoſe 
to whoſe relief they were going, to think only of 
that which they were riſking themſelves. 

At length they reached the veſſel,” took into the 
boar the paſſengers who could firſt get into her, 
landed them on the ſhore, and returned to fnatch 
other victims from the hand of death. Six times 
did theſe generous citizens brave every danger;

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they have the ſatis faction to have ſaved almoſt the 
whole of the c crew before the veſſel ſunk. 


Humanity and Benovolence. 


SINCE we are all Ta by nature, the man, 
who has ſome influence m the community, ought 

not to oppreſs the weak. The rich ought not to 
take advantage of the miſery of the poor, to de- 
prive them of any part of their wages. He is a 
villam who keeps a ſans-culotte, who works for 
him, in ſlavery, inſtead of treating bim as a bro- 
ther, and paying hn a gd e for his 
labour. 

Let not the rick man undd che wealth which 
he has amaſled as his excluſively ; it is an offence 
againſt equality, which allows that all men have a 
right to live, and that very one, who has more 
than he wants, is indebted for that ſuperfluity to 
thoſe who have not enough, and who cannot get 
their living. 

If this principle were put into practice, there 
would be neither exceſſive wealth, nor great po- 
verty; and the happineſs of equality would be 
realiſed finally among mankind. In the month of 
November 1789, a brave ſans· culotte gave 2 glo- 
rious example of this for the rich to follow. 
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nan of Humanity, 


GROSSE an aid de camp, returning to his 
houſe, found in the ſtreet, a child about ſix years 
old, forſaken, crying and almoſt naked; Groſſe 
took it home to his wife, . 2 a> warmed 
it, and clothed it. 

The next day they learned that the father and 
the möther of this unfortunate infant were re- 
_ duced to the greateſt indigence, and that they had, 
in vain, endeavoured to gain admiſſion into an 
houſe of charity. Theſe circumſtances pointed 
out to Groſſe and his wife what they had to do; 
the ſmall profits of a ſnuff-ſhop and a little trading 
were all they had to maintain, and educate a large 
family of their own ; theſe conſiderations did not 
ſtifle the impulſe of their feeling hearts; they had 
only ſeven children on the day before, Hay now 
added an eighth to them. "ER £ 


Forgiveneſs of Injuries. 


* SINCE equality makes us all brethren, avs 
none as enemies but thoſe who would deprive 
you of your natural rights.

There lived at Nimes, in 1790, a joiner, 2 native 
of Paris, who had been brought up in the princi- 
ples of the proteſtant religion. He accuſtomed 
himſelf to ſpend all his leiſure time, in the beſt 
treatiſes on philoſophy and morality, ſo that when 
the revolution took place, he found his head 
and heart ready to fecl the advantages of it, and 
to aſſiſt it with an uncommon zeal and attachment. 
He had a neighbour who followed the ſame 
trade with himſelf, This man, of ſmall talents, of 
a ſour temper, addicted to intemperance, greedy 
of gain, had imbibed with his mother's milk that 
hatred and contempt, of all other religions N51 
the Roman Catholic religion inſpires. 

Ihe connexion of their trades, the jealouſy of 
workmen, the difference of religion (every ſect of 
which the Pariſian eſteemed) drew on him the ill- 
will, and made him an object of the perſecution of 
his neighbour. _. 

This neighbour ſought, inceſſantly, opportuni- 
ties to diſgrace him; he continually brought ac- 
cuſations without 8 againſt him; his jea- 
louſy and hatred made him uſe all kind of threats, 
inſults, and provocations to perſecute and ruin his 
neighbour. : "0 
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The difference in religious opinions, in the De- 
partment of Gard, was an excitement to civil wat 
which the enemies of the revolution were eager 
to bring into action. At length on one fide, a 
miſled multitude, cerefully inſtructed by the coun- 
ter-revolutionariſts , believing they were ſupporting 
the cauſe. of God, was ſapping the foundation 
of liberty: on the other hand its true friends, 
whatever might be their form of worſhip, rallying 
round its cradle, united all their exertions to avert 
the ſtorm which was ready to break out againſt 
it, and to fave their blinded fellow-citizens from 
their fatal infatuation. The Parifian was s of this 
ſmall number. 

Ar laſt they came to fighting « on the 1 3th of 
June 1790, and that fatal day was. marked with 
all the horrors of civil war. 

There were, during many days, fatal acts of 
revenge committed. Our joiner met in the night, 
his enemy a fugitive, wandering for fear of falling 
into the hands of thoſe whom he had ſo lately 
perſecuted. *© Follow me” ſaid he to him, taking 
him by _ arm ; and he brought him ſafe out 
of the city. 

The confidence which as unhappy man had 


in the integrity of his neighbour, notwithſtanding 


his wicked uſage of him, induced him to throw 
himſelf on him for protection. They gained the 


high road; they walked ſilently along the country; 


1 after 
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after ſix; hours very ſcvere travelling they arrived 
at che village of Compos. The Parihan called on 
the Mayor; and the Municipality, who loved his 
patriotiſm and virtue; was aſſembled. I eruft to 
you ſaid this generous citizen, “4 man who loves 
me not, but who. will learn to efteem me ; bis life 


was in danger, I had the happineſs to ſave it,, and 
T leave him in your protection.

On the 14th of July 1789 (that memorable day 
which ſaw the firſt riſing of the people agaiaſt 
deſpotiſm) Humburt, a journeyman watchmaker, 
a native of Langres, joined the inhabitants of the 

Diſtrict of St Andre; on the firſt cry of Liszavy, + 
he flew 'to the attack of the Baſtile, and having 
no bullets he loaded his muſkquer with nails. A 
plan had been formed to to {et fire to the arſenal; 

Humbert made his comrades ſenſible of the im- 
propriety of that, and prevailed on them to deſiſt 
from it; he made the artillery advance, and put 
himſelf in the firſt line of the Beſiegers; the Baſ- 
tile was carried and its doors opened: Humbert 
was the firſt man wao entered, aud gained one of 
the turrets, he diſarmed a Swiſs foldier, and made 
him dilmouot a cannon, loaded to fire upon the peo 


D2 ple 
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ple who ſurrounded the: Baſtile; but, through an 
unfortunate miſtake, he bimſelf was. taken for an 
enemy by thoſe of the beſiegers, Who were as yet 
ignorant that the fortreſs. was conquered... They 
fired on him; a ball ſtruck: his neck. To protett 
the Swiſs whom he had diſarmed, Humbert deſ- 
cended the ladder; the people carried him to have 
his wound dreſſed; he wanted to go back to the 
Baſtile; but they would not allow it, and took him 
home. In the middle of the night the alarm was 
given in Paris, all the ſtreets. reſounded with the 
cry of—TO ARMS ! TO ARMS — Humbert 
awoke, jumped out of bed, ſeized his firelock, 
and joined his company. _.. 

On the 29th of March 1792, the Mayor of Bri, 
ves, in tho Department of Corveze, threw away: | 
his badge of office and enliſted, in order to fer an. 
example to the young men of his diſtrict. His 
father, and his wife wiſned him not to go: What.

Spurning at this infamous propoſal, the 
ſoldiers anſwered only by increaſing their own 
frings, with rhe reiterated ſhouts of Long live the

hold the XVIIIth. 1 

In March 1793, ten thouſand rebels ſeized on 
Roche-Bernard, à diſtri in the Department of 

Morbihan. All the public cheſts were pillaged, 

and all the public records burnt. They wanted

During all the time he 
ſerved the republic, ſpending nothing more than 
juſt what ſupported him, he ſent his mother, who 
had a large and poor family, all he could ſave. 

Young Sauveſtre, of the diſtrict of Bazal, fol- 
lowed his father to the field of honour. —Ar the 
age of fourteen, a drummer in the firſt company 
of pioneers in the army of the eaſtern Pyrences, 


he was often in very warm actions: In a battle his 


father, near to whom he was, had exhauſted his 
ammunition. Sauveſtre went among the dead 
bodies of the ſoldiers who had fallen, to 2 
cartridges. 

By his activity he ſupplied his father wich a i Gaf- 
ficiency to keep up a conſtant firing during the 
whole action. Sauveſtre, valiant as Barra, had 


alſo a diſpoſition like his. All he could ſave he 


ſem to his mother who had a large family. 
During the horrible affair of Nancy in 1791, 


twenty- two ſoldiers. of the regiment of Chateau- 


Vieux were. condemned to ſuffer death for the no- 
ble reſiſtance they made to the treaſon of Bouille. 
Theſe unfortunate victims to royalty were march- 
| I ed 
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ed to their place of execution through a narrow 
{treet; one of them took advantage of the crowd, 
and got into an alley (the alley led to the abode 
of the woman he loved.) 

The twenty-one victims ſuffered the fatal ſtroke 
of death; and every place was ſearched for the 
one who had eſcaped. Every houſe in the city 
was examined, and the executioners, weary with 
their fruitleſs enquiries, lamented that one had got 
clear from their fury. | 

At the end of a ſtore intended for keeping linen, 
there was a dark, and fecret place; it was there 
the young Eliza hid Philip; it was there ſhe ſhel- 
tered him from the fury of Bouille ; it was there 
ſhe fed him during three months unknown to her. 
own parents. 

The news. of the carnage at Nancy, and this 
dreadful murders of the Swiſs, ſoon ſpread through 
all the country, and brought ſorrow to all the fami- 
hes of the ſoldiers of Chateau-Vieux. The father 
of one of them, a rich farmer in the neighbourhood 
of Bale, had no accounts from his ſon who had gone 
to Nancy. He came, with a heavy heart, to this de- 
ſolated city; he enquired of every one he met, 
and was afraid to hear their anſwers. Every one 
ſhared his grief, but no one could give him any 
ſatisfaction as. to the fate of his ſon :—Ar laſt he 
found a ſoldier belonging to the ſame regiment, who 
faid to him. Thy ſon, good old man, did not

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& periſh with our unfortunate comrades ; I know 
6 not his fate, but he frequented a houſe in this 
& neighbourhood, I will ſhew ir to thee—Be of

the houſe pointed out to him, the girl came to him. 
% What is become of my Philip!“ exclaimed he. 


The young girl, apprehenſive for the ſafety of her 
lover, aſſured him ſhe could not inform him; bur ſhe 


begged him to ſit down a few minutes, (her pa- 


rents happened then to be from home.) 


The old man all in tears ſpoke to her of his 


family, of the number of his children, and the oc- 
cupation of each of them; he ſpoke particularly 
of his Philip; he mentioned a thouſand little ſto- 
ries which ſhe had often heard from. Philip him» 
felf. With what: anxiety did ſhe liſten! With 
what attention were her eyes fixed on the lips of

he parents of Eliza were then told of the 
charge which ſhe had taken fo much care of; 
they conſented to her marriage. with Philip; and 
a few days after this virtuous couple eſcaped, in 
the night, from a ciry where the murderers of 
Chateau- Vieux were become more powerful.
